The • reports of the state auditor 
and the state comptroller show that 
the estim ated deficit at the end <tf 
the fiscal year of August 31, 1935 
will be $9,443,822.89, or an increase 
in the deficit of the last year of 
approximately three million dollars, 
and also that the estim ated deficit 
in the confederate pension fund on 
August 31, 1935, will In* $,,719,770.19. 
an 
increase of $1,208,007.93 during 
the year. 
These mounting deficits 
art* shown in spite of flu* several 
new or special taxes levied during 
the past several years and also in 
spite of the radical cut that was 
made in the appropriations for main­ 
taining the state government at the 
last regular session of the legisla­ 
ture. 
Something is radically wrong with 
a system that provides such an un­ 
balanced effect in the financial set­ 
up of the state government.

Electric Fans Give 
Even Heat In Rooms 


T hat electric Lins can be used to 
distribute beat more efficiently in a 
house during cold w inter days, was 
shown in a series of tests made re­ 
cently, according to C. I*. 
Dodson, 
district manager of the Texas Power 
A Light Company. 
Contrary to the general belief that 
use of electric fans is limited only to 
stir up breezes in the summer time, 
it ' has been found that they can lie 
evnita. more beneficial in distributing

heat more evenly in the winter time,” j 
Mf. Dodson said.

in the door lietween the two rooms. 
This fan should be set on the floor 
facing from tin* cold room into the 
warm room. 
The displacing ol air 
from tin* ccid room into tho warm 
room will cause the warm air to flow 
along t ho ceiling into I he <•< Id room. 
This procedure continuos thru several 
minutes, 
quickly 
distributing 
the 
warm air thru the two rooms. 
After 
equal tem peratures have been obtain­ 
ed the heaters in both rooms may Ie 
turned 
down 
slightly, 
the fan 
re­ 
moved or left in position, operating if 
desired. 
Such a set-up keeps the air 
ii) the two 
rooms circulating con­ 
stantly. 
“To heat a cold room without any 
relation to existing warm rooms, it 
was found beneficial to place the fan 
in convenient location near one of the 
walls with the faD blowing against 
the wall or parallel *to one of the 
walls away from the heater. 
The fan 
operating in this m anner will rotate 
the air in the room causing comfort­ 
able tem peratures to be reached more 
quickly than could be obtained with­ 
out the fan. 
Sexeral tests showed 
that it is very beneficial to locate the 
fan on the oposite side of the room 
from the heater with the fan blowing 
against the wall. 
Some homos have 
small rooms such as breakfast rooms 
which are not provided w ith heating 
facilities. 
In such eases it was found 
I hilt such a small room can bo effi­ 
ciently 
heated 
from 
an 
adjacent 
warm room by setting a fan in the 
door between the rooms, allowing the 
fan to blow outward from the cold 
room into the warm room in the-same 
manner previously outlined for two 
rooms with heaters in dach room. 
“W here steam heat is used, and es­ 
pecially 
where 
inefficient 
radiator 
capacity has been provided, it was 
found that by placing a fan against 
the radiator with 
the air blowing 
onto or thru the radiator, good circu­ 
lation of air thruoiit a large room or 
office can tie obtained with uniform 
temperature. 
“In all cases where fans are used 
In connection with flame heaters, the 
fan should not be allowed to blow 
directly onto the heater.”
